The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  March  29  states  as  follows: 

"Inquiry  for  extra  staple  cotton  is  reported  fairly  active  during 
the  past  week,  but  the  trading  is  somewhat  spotty  with  few  houses 
doing  a  good  business  and  others  a  little  less  than  in  the  previous 
week.

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  continued  practically  unchanged 
during  the  past  week.      Inquiry  was  reported  fair  but  business  was 
slightly  less,  owing  to  the  observance  of  Monday  as  a  holiday, 
breaking  up  the  week  to  a  considerable  extent.      There  is  a  tendency 
to  raise  the  basis  even  further  on  the  part  of  few  factors. 

"In  spite  of  abnormally  low  stocks  of  cotton,  mills  are  buying 
on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis.      The  tendency  to  grade  down,  and  use 
shorter  lengths  wherever  possible  is  nothing  new,  but  the  extent 
of  the  practice  is  beginning  to  attract  notice  in  a  number  of  quarters. 
With  the  strong  efforts  being  made  by  the  larger  houses  to  bolster 

up  the  basis,  and  raise  it,  substitutions  are  sought  in  greater  degree.

"Buying  of  cotton  for  tire  fabric  manufacturing  has  been  somewhat 
better,  but  not  all  rubber  companies  have  figured  in  the  increase. 
Further  gains  from  this  source  of  demand  are  expected  to  take  care 
of  the  operating  schedules  now  being  maintained. 

"Asking  pricos  for  Saks  moved  off  about  60  points,  and  for  Uppers 
by  about  20  points.      Pimas,  on  the  other  hand,  were  firm.  Very 
little  activity  featured  these  cottons.
